Later on, our men told me they uwhI 
:o watch the smoke that poured from 
the hospital chimney all the time and 
wonder where on earth irb got the 
wood. 

We got the same kiod of food in the 
hospital that waa aerved in the other 
ba|^ek«i and I would not have hM 
any more than I used to, except tbat 
wiiiietlmes some of the twenty-six pu- 
ilents could not eat their' ahare, and 
I hen, of course, It was mlne^ One day, 
' hough, we all had extra rations. 

Two Russian doctors came to visit 
MS each day, and once tluy wn ■ fool- 
ish enough, or kind enough, to usk If 
\\e hutl rereiveil our rations — we huiI 
received them curlier Ihuu uhuuI uuil 
I hey were finished at the time. Of 
eourse, I said no, so they ordered the 
Kusalan In the kitchen to deliver 
I w»-uty-elght rations to us, which was 
not quite three loaves of fltvad- Wo 
were that much ahead that day, but It 
" oiiid not work when I tried the trick 
.iuain. 

I 'lie day a (ieriiuui doctor cnme to 
I lie liospllal liarriicVs. lie would not 
iniii h iniytliiiiK w lillc he was there — 
not even o|ieii the door. All of the 
patients hud Utile cards attached to 
their beds — charts of their eonilhlon. 
When the German wanted to see these 
charts the Itusslup doctors had to hold 
them for him. 

I was'bsvlng a great time at the 
hospital, wrecking the barracks next 
d^r each day for wood, along with 
Kate, and getting a llttl^ more food 
sometimes, and was always nice uud 
warm. I thought myself quite a pet. 
• 'oinpared to whut I hud Iweu up 
against, It seemed like real couiforl. 
Itut the more food I got, tlie more 1 
wanted. And it wus food tbat brotight 
luc down, after all. 

Across from us was a barracks lu 
which there were Bngllsh officers, aud 
somehow It seemed to me that they 
must liave bad a drag. livery once In 
a while'l sa# what looked' like, vege- 
tables and hags of something that was 
a dead ringer for browu Hour. S<i I 
lold SmIii, or Kate, UK 1 was culling him 
by then, und with him oo giturU, I 
:,ncHked out.

•mt alive. Though they put up a gTod 
front to the Huns, they really did not 
care a great deal what bappenec to 
them. The only tiling to think al.out 
was tbe minute they were living in 

'The day I came back two Faiglish' 
men, who hud suddenly gon.' niuil, 
. oiiiincnced to fight i-nch other. It w as 
lbs most terrible fight 1 havo evci 
seen. It waa aaase time before tin' 
teat Vt ua eouM make them quit, be- 



cause at first we did not know they 

were rr izv . When we had them down, 
hd.'.frnr. tlay weiv scratched and hit- 
ten and [MMiiKlcd from tiend to fo<jt. 
Both of thi'iu bled from the nose all 
that night, and toward morning one 
of them becitme sane for a . few min- 
utes and then died. The other was 
taken awuy by the Gcnanns,, atlll 
cruzy. 

Another tlmo iin Austrnllan canto 
Into our burrnck.s and very seriofiely 
toll! us that lie had a drug with the 
Oerniaii 'itt.r.'r-. and that ho had been 
to diiiiirr with tlieiir, and had had tur- 
key, [" 'i^toes, c ilTce. liilt'- r. e„'^s, 
fWitx In liis coffee, and all tl i lii.\;iri' s 
you could think of. V.'e Jiiiil s;it and 
(•tared at hltn. It seemed iiniios-ilde 
that any of trar.own men would have 
the gall to torture us like that, and yet 
We (MMild not poKMlbly believe tliat it 
hiid renlly happened. Finally, one 
lellow could m)t stand It uny longer, 
lie was nbthlni; hut skin und lioiies, 
but he f;rfitih"d n dividing board and 
there were ju-t tuo wallops: the 
board hit the Australlan'.s heud and 
the heud hit the floor. Then liaH a 
dozen more pounced onto him and 
gave hltn a real licking. When he 
came to he had forgotten all about 
the wonderful dinner he did not have. 

Not long after this the Riuilaii doe- 
tors proved to the Germans thikt there 
was no black typhus in onr . baiyadai 
and we were allpwed the freadant «C 
the eam|) except that we eonld not 
visit the nusBlan barnie'-.s. That was 
DO hardship to i:ie nor to the rest of 
ua, except o:ii> ehap from the Ctjubrtaa 
Ronge, who iiud a special pal amooff 
the Russlaas that he wanted to aee. 
And, of course, when It waa verboSen, 
be wanted to aee tUm all tho mofe. 

A day or two after the order I waa 
standing outside tbe barracks door 
when I saw this fellow come oi^ with 
a dividing board in h,|p hand. I t^imght 
he wa^ kotpf ^ ""tt^ somebodg with 
It, so I atooo V' lint he stooped over 
end inOH^ ane end o( the board 
agahiat ijtti thiaahsM of the door, 
scratdMd tt» i«eipd wtth flie Mrther 
end M the beiwd in^d neasurcld igaU. 
He iift this tip, leiigth by le^i^h. In 
tM direction of the Russian barracks. 
The sentry In the yard stopped aitd 
stared at him, but the fellow kept 
right on, paying no attention to soy- 
body. Pretty soon he was right by the 
sentry's feet and I thought Any minute 
the sentry would give him the butt, 
but he juststared a while and let him 
pass. Tbat lad measured the whole 
distance to the Busslan. bar^cka, went 
Inside, sipyad a while and caliqly 
stroOsd hadt with the board under his 
arm. 'When he reached onr barracks 
again he told ns he had found a vino 
mine. 'What he had fotmd was some- 
thing not so Imnsual— a bpneheaded 
German. 

There waa a lot of bamboo near the 
Russian barracks and the Rtisslans 
made baskets out of It end turned 
them In to the Germans. For this they 
got all the good Jobs In the kitchen 
and had a fine chance to get more to 
eat But they were treated like dogs— 
that Is, all except the few Ooasacks 
that were In the bupsh. The Hius 
knew that a Ooasadc never Cergeta and 
will get revenga for the ellghteet mis- 
treatment erea If It means Ids death. 
I have seen sentries turn aside from 
the beat they were walking and get out 
of the way when they saw a Cossack 
coming. There were very few Coss- 
acks therev however. I do not think 
they let thssMslTes get eaptarsd veiy 
often. ' 

We had roll call every morning, of 
course, hnd were always mustered In 
front of onr barracks, the middle of 
the line being right at the barracks 
door. Sometimes when the cold got 
too much for them, the men nearest 
the door would duck Into the bar- 
racks. As tliey left the raiAa the 
other men wotild close up and thla 
kept the Una even, with the center still 
opposite the bnirncWs donr. Finally 
almost all of the men would be In the 
bnrrncks and by the tliiw the roll was 
over not j)iu> reniaiiiiHl outside. This 
seemed to ja'cve the fJeriiian ofilcers 
a great di'al, hut they, did not punish 
n.s for it until we had been doing It 
for some time. 

For aeveml days I hiid noticed that 
someone else answered for (wo men 
who had dlsam>ear«d; at least I had 
not seen them for some time. I did 
not think much about it or aSk ahy 
questioni^ and I did not hear anyone 
i'is«' tislk about It but I was pretty 
sure the two men, jb Russian and a 
lii'ltl<<liert had jBscaped. But they were 
mnrlvcd pi;pwnt at roll call and all 
accounte<l for. Bverything went along 
very well until one day when the name 
"Fontaine" got by wit'bont being on- 
swered. Fontaine was a French flre-I 
roan froiq the Oinibrl^n Range and' 
that was the first thue he had nat ^^n! 
preseat We saw what waa eopdagj 
and we began to get pretty aojiia at; 
Fontaine for not telilng^a. ao we eonld- 
enswds fbr Mm and keep dw aacaps; 
covered. 

The minute they found ear aonal; 
one short'they blew the WhtsOaa and; 
a squad ef sentries came up aa as; 
extra guard. They counted ns agahi,; 
W by eoeaklog back of the Une and' 
closing up again we made tbe colmt; 
all right exce|)t for one me»— Fon-; 
tolne. We would have tried U> eavet; 
up for hliH, except that they had al-' 
ready discovered his absence. Mow,: 
we tboagbt they will nab rma^plnt: 
but vrUl not diBCOTsr the esoape «C thC> 
others. 

But evidently thsj aaspeeted afma! 
thing, for soon they brought aver »■ 
petty effloer from H. M. 8. Itemad' 
who had not been with ns before, an<i 
forced bim to coll tbe roll tram tht' 
mustering papers, while they watched 
tbe men as they answered. Then thej 
discovered t|iat two more iMSidaa, JVV>a 
taine were ntaslBil and haipih di 
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A rood motto lor ev.-ry loyal \m- 
■M-irAn luteic; As for ine *rul my 
leuavr, lui t;<Tman nmdf goods shall 
fraae the tliieBlioUl."

Administrator Hoover rteo.Iarei that 
Germany was not faced by starvation 
.and that as soon bk the water limit 
Woekiide whh t''la.\»'d slie roiih! ^et 
all the fooM ilial i.s ni>e,li ,1. 

"Our only Interest In Germany Is to 
.-get toeether on a table basis so she 
■etaa pay the money she owes to France 
and Belgium," said Hoover. 

'^nle,s.*i anarchy e.an be put down 
aad fltahlllty of government ran Ite 
obtained in tlie.4i' eTiemj- st.ates ther-e

Off at 
the head of Lake Bourget Is sn Md 
Abbey In which are burled the an- 
cient Imliis of Stavoy, the ancestors 
of the 1 !• .si rii relf;nlng hous. of Italy. 
This province was the ancient home 
of the Bavoya and In the treaty be- 
tween France and Italy which gave 
this section to France, the old abbey 
was reserved to Italy because there 
the Dukes of Savoy are buried and it 
yet remains a part of Italy while the 
Hurroundinfr territory belongs to 
France. All this section was conquer- 
ed from the Gauls by ,Iuliu» Caesar In 
58 B. C. If you will read the second 
book of Caesar you will find sn ac- 
count of the battles which resulted in 
his victory over the Oaula. While this 
is true. It is equally true that this ser- 
tlon was occupied by the Romans be- 
fore Julius Caesar's time. It was eon- 
iiuered by Marius in \22 B. <". in a 
battle which orarthrew tho Cinurl. a 
Oerman tribe. In 102 B. C. there was 
built here by the Romans a temple of 
Diana, part of which Is still standiiiK 
and around the walls of which that 
.ire still intact the Marquis of All 
bulll his chateau. A part of this clia- 
teau In which the walls of the ancient 
temple of Diana may be seen Is now 
used as a museum In which ancient 
relics are shown and another part is 
UMd by the elty of Alz as a town hall. 
Kear the Temple of Diana Is an an- 
cient Homan Arch yet standing grim 
and intact. The history of this Arch 
has not been accurately ileterinined. 
Niar the sight of the . Modern Baths 
and taf underground are the jremalns 
of the old Roman Baths, built about 
122 B. C. The modem Baths are eup- 
I riled by water from subterranean 
! sprinps in grotto which has been 
carved and cut Into a eave by the 
erosion of centuries. In the town of 
i Aix to a beautiful park, the ground 
, for which waa donated by the Marquis 
of AJx. 

There are many other places of his- 
toric and ethnologic interest of which 
I would iiUe to give you an account, 
hut have not the time. 

In the midst of this garden of won- 
ders modernity has erected the ma«- 
niflcent casino In which tha T. M. C. A.
